Among others, he has a painting 
in the National academy of De- 
sign in New York, earned first 
prize at the Arizona State fair in 
Phoenix (1948) and has displayed 
more of his work at the Los An- 
geles county museum; American 
Painting, University of Tlinois 
and American Painting Today, 
Metropolitan museum, New York.

Of Town of Menlo Park’s Size Are Named

ols described in general terms the 
physieal needs of a library for a 
city of Menlo Park’s size at a! 
meeting of the Friends of the | 
Library group, and called for “in- 
tegrated civic center devélop- 
ment.” 


His talk was based upon the 
recent study made by the ma- 
yor’s committee and _ investiga- 
tions made himself for a city of 
7500 families which included a 
population of about 25,000 indi- 
viduals. He took into account the 
rate of growth of the- city -which 
could rise to 10,000 families and 
30,000 individuals by 1960. 

A library should be a definite 
part of the civic center, Nichols 
declared, and as such should be 
integrated in style and location 
in the center with other civic 
buildings. 

Until such time as the city of 
Menlo Park plans and prepares to 
cevelop a civic center the style 
of a library building could not be 
definitely set. 

Nichols said he saw no reason 
why buildings in the civic center 
could not be planned for and built 
as needed, however, according to 
a pre-planned style of architec- 
ture which would insure har- 
mony. ; 


Council Okays 
Library Board’s 
First Action 


In its first official action, Men- 
lo Park’s board of library trus- 
tees recommended Tuesday ta the 
city council that city funds be 
allotted to pay the cost of keep- 
ing the Menlo Park branch of the 
county free library open from 9 
a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturdays.

What is more, that $10 could 
buy several fast growing decidu- 
ous trees, or a large-sized ever- 
green like an oak, olive, magnolia 
or conifer. 

That tree would live long to add 
nore beauty and value to the pro- 
perty. It is a proven fact that a 
few choice, well-placed trees add 
considerably to the real estate 
value of a lot and home. 

It is a sad thing when the Sar- 
dener ignores this fact for it may 
take quite a few years for a tree 
to attain its handsome size. Every 
year he delays planting, he adds 
to the waiting process. 

Of course, large trees can be 
transplanted, but it is an expens- 
ive process. For example a $5 blue 
spruce, in only five years, will 
grow to the size that would cost 
$75 to purchase from the nursery; 
the same is true of magnolias, 
oaks and other slow-growing trees. 
HARD TO FIND 

In the case of fast-growing 
trees, it is simply impossible to 
find a large tree at the nursery 
because the root system increases 
so rapidly they cannot be contain- 
ed enough to transplant easily

It is time to pui begonia tubers 
in vermiculite or peat moss to let 
them sprout before planting them 
in pots. 

The concave side of the tuber 
produces the roots.

Here is a finish that Mrs. Fuhr-| 
man learned from a professional 
cabinet maker in Berkeley.

The Menloite, herself, used it 
on the walls of her kitchen and on 
the walls of her children’s—they 
are an active 8 and 11 years old— 
bedrooms. When walls (or furni- 
ture) are finished in the follow- 
ing manner, Mrs. Fuhrman says, 
they look like they’re waxed, and 


| they look good for years. 


After the piece is sanded, apply 
a thin wash coat of four pound 
cut shellac and denatured alco- 
hal, so the mixture will soak into} 
the wood. The Menloite uses 
white, rather than yellow, shellac, 
since she finds it is less apt to dis- 
color. 

You can leave the piece like 
this, says Mrs. Fuhrman, or add 
a Stain. She, herself, uses a little 
Van Dyke (brown-brown) stain 
mixed with turpentine and a small 
bit of varnish. 

She was assured by a paint com- 
pany’s professional cabinet men 
that shellac and varnish do mix.
